health. 


To remove causes of disease and 


minimize the necessity for cures is a 
task which the new state board of 
health has set out to perform by an 
Intensive sanitary campaign. Through 
full co-operation of the several dis- 
trict health officers and the public, 
the board hopes to ultimately reduce 
Florida's exceptionally 
hish 
dcaili 


rate from typhoid and preventable 
intestinal afflictions to the minimum. 


Many times it happens that tho 


physician, whose work It is to treat 
diseases in the individual, has to torn- 
bat maladies which proper sanitnttor- 
' —JJQuld have prevented. It is here '.'IP

was gathered as thoroughly as Uncle 
Sam ever dreamed of getting together 
at any of his ten-year counts in his 
large family. 


The facts and figures gathered in 


this way, when they are arranged and 
noted on the map, will present a more 


deavor. 


When 
scientific 
men 
discovered 


that many diseases, such as malaria, 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever and intes- 
tinal disorders, each has itb own par- 
ticular germ, to destroy these germs 
and prevent their reaching new vic- 
tims, to create such conditions as 
would stop their spreading and multi- 
plying, in short, to kill thp disease in 
Its inception, became a new profes- 
sion and the sanitarian instantly was, 
.a specific worker. 


This work—the prevention of dis- 


ease among the people of Florida—is 
the work of the stale hoard of health 
under its new administration; and it 
is setting precedents in a practical 
manner to accomplish its purpose. 


Already eight district health of- 


ficers have been appointed in as many 
subdivisions of the state. 
Some of 


them were long experienced in this 
work, while others, arc being trained 
to efficiency for their duties. 


Within the last month, thw-e of- 


ficials were assembler! at headquar- 
ters of the board in Jac liMinvillc for 
conference and 
instruction—a 
hort 


of officers' training school. Forlunafc- 
ly, for the purposes of (lie school. 


• ihere had been for sonic months in a 


suburb of the city and outside its 
corporate, limits a more or loss indefi- 
nitely located 
infection of typhoid, 


which had 
not yielded to ordinary j 


treatment. 


The source ol this infection had 


not been located and new and trouble- 
some cases were frequent. 


For practical working purposes, a 


map of the infected section was pre- 
pared by the engincring department 
of the board and blue prints from this 
drawing were 
given 
to 
the dis- 


trict health officer 
On it was noted 


the location of every .street, every 
home, every surface closet and other 
essential informalon. 
Using tins as 


a beginning, the eight health olliccrs. 
under the direction of an experienced 
worker, joined in an intensive survey 
of the section. The field worlt was ac- 
complished during the daylight hours 
and the results were tabulated at 
night. 


These tabulations showed the san- 


itary condition of every home in the 
district, the name of the occupants 
and owner, nature of the house con- 
struction, whether screened or un- 
screened, the number of occupants, 
their race, sex and approximate age, 
the source of water .supply, the dis- 
posal of sewerage (if any), the con- 
struction 
and 
condition of privies, 


whether or not animals or chickens 
are kept on the premises and other 
details that make for or against 
healthful conditions. 


Wherever typhoid fever was dis- 


covered a history ol the case vms 
compiled as compilctcly as possible. 
Thus a census of the entire district 


picture of health conditions 
little suburb than has ever 


been drawn of any square mile of 
Florida territory. It will enable in- 
telligent effort to eradicate this dis- 
ease from tiiis section and to control 
and prevent its reappearance in fu- 
ture. It will show what improvements 
and changes must be made in hous- 
ing 
conditions 
to 
insure healthful 


living. 
It will locate decisively tho 


soun es from which typiioid has been 
spreading during the past months. 


The people 
of Florida, who are 


alive to the importance of this work, 
will be gratified that such intensive 
and necessary effort has been syste- 
matically undertaken by the state 
hoard of health; and it will renew the 


efficiency of the 


board, when it i.s seen that a body of 
men trained to competency is prepar 
ed to conserve public health by the 
•most practical methods. It may be 
oxpedcd from such work as this that 
Florida's typiioid death rate will bo 
reduced at least to tile average ot the 
entire country insfcad of being double 
that rate, as at present.
